Wilson and His Cabinet Discuss Vienna's 
Unsatisfactory Reply to U. S. Demands 
—WillTell Austria Why Her Rejoinder 
in Ancona Case Cannot Be Accepted. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—^Austria's reply 
to Secretary Lansing's note on the An- 
cona received during the night was laid 
today before President Wilson and the 
cabinet and discussed more than an hour. 


The gravity of the situation caused by 
Austria's rejoinder to the Americaja de- 
mands, which is considered evasive, un- 
satisfactory and unacceptable, remained 
unchanged. 


The next step will not be decided upon 
until tome minor points not clear in the 
official text are checked. 


The apparent discrepancies are not im- 
portant and may be due to transmission 
or translation from the state department 
code, but they will be cleared up before 
(another move is made. 


Secretary Lansing said after the cab- 
inet lui-eting that he did not know when 
tlii oflicial text «f the note would be 
given out for jmblication, and that it 
certainly would not be made public until 
i^e-had an opportunity to study it icaré-, 
Vully and at length. 


Crisis Not in Final Stag«. 


Diplomatic relations, although in dan- 
ger of lîeing broken ofT, are not likely to 
bo discontinued, at least before there has 
been another exchange of notes with Vi- 
enna, a*id so the crisis may be said not 
to be in its final stage.

The note from Vienna arrived during 
tlic night and state department attaches 
at once began the work of decoding the 
Austrian reply in order to lay it befor«^-

A dispatch from Ambassador Penfielj., 
evidently delayed in transmission, was 
received just ahead of the note. It said 
the reply had been delivered to him by 
the Vienna foreign office Wednesday at 
noon and that lie had immediately for- 
warded it to Washington.

NO HORSELESS FARM 
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Judge Olds Out of It 


The retirement of Judge AValter Olds, of Fort Wayne, from the 
race for the republican nomination for United States senator from In- 
diana will be sincerely regretted by many warm political and persona] 
friends of the well-knoAvn lawyer throughout the northern section of 
the state. They had been assiduously and eaniestly at work perfect- 
ing an organization in support of the Fort Wayne man, and it is 
certain his candidacy would have cut no inconsiderable figure in a 
race that promises to have a good deal of the spectacular in it. Judge 
Olds is no tyro in the political game. He is a veteran soldier, a law- 
yer of high repute and of fine attainments, and he is of senatorial 
size. These and other elements drew to him a large support where 
he is best known, and whether he could have won or not, it is certain' 
he was a factor with which other aspii-ants for the republican» nom- 
ination would have had to reckon. His'decision to withdraw from the 
race comes after a survey of the situation that convinced him that 
continuance in the contest necessitated tlu- giving up of his entire 
time to the campaign—a sacrifice of his professional interests m hich 
Judge Olds says he cannot afford to make. 


The situation is given added interest by the new alignment 
which the supporters of Judge Olds will now be free to make, and 
the local scramble into Captain New's bandwagon is one of the most 
striking events in local politics in a good many years. Judge Olds, in 
his announcement, asked his friends to get behind the candidacy of 
Captain New, and the apparent unanimity with which they are doing 
it must be somewliat harrowing to the friends of Mr. Watson and 
other ambitious republicans who are seeking the Indiana senatorial 
toga. There is every apparent indication that the Olds organization, 
bag and baggage, has moved over into the New camp, and the transfer 
was made so quickly and so quietly that it was all over before Watson 
adherents were aware of the momentous happening. 
As the case 
stands today Mr. NCAV has the support of Twelfth district republicans 
safely tucked aAvay and properly labelled against the time next 
March, when it will come in mighty handy. 


An official opinion just handed down by Attorney General Stot- 
senburg in connection with Governor Ralston's announced purpose 
to take a hand in "cleaning up" Muncie unless local authorities en- 
forced the laws there, serves to put something of a damper on the 
procedure. The attorney general holds that the state can come into 
a case of this character only as an aide to the prosecuting attorney; 
that it has not power to supercede him or to take initiative of its own 
accord in dealing with matters properly the province of local oflficials 
alone. 
Still, the moral effect of gubernatorial interposition in 
matters of this character is in no wise impaired by the attorney gen- 
eral 's ruling. Few self-respecting mayors of cities would care to in- 
vite a condition which cries so loudly for remedy that the governor of 
the state is constrained to take a hand, even if it be merely to supple- 
ment the work of the prosecuting attorney. 


Senator AVorks, of Califoniia expresses the belief that a stand- 
ing army of one million men would be necessary to successfully de- 
fend the United States against invasion, and contends that the Paci- 
fic coast is completely at the mercy of Asiatic attack. What a feeble, 
helpless and decrepit old gentleman your Uncle Sam has suddenly 
become—if'you take it from some of the earnest gentlemen who are 
in the throes of a panic of militarism! 


The yuletide cheer of a number of more or less prominent Indi- 
ana democratic lawyers who announced that they expected to be can- 
didates for Frank Dailey's shoes as United States district attorney is 
going to be sadly chilled by the promptness with which Senators Kern 
and Shively acted in selecting Mr. Dailey's successor. The race was 
practically over before it had started.

(Farm Machinery) 


Those prophets and sons of prophets 
who predict that horses on the farms 
Vt'ill soon be only a memory wili have 
passed away, and pleasing ej.itaplia will 
be carved into the stones which mark 
their resting place, long before their pro- 
phesies become fact. 
The introduction 
of the farm tractor will not, as ¿rnio be- 
lieve, remove the horses from tl\e fieias 
and from their pastures. 
The advent 
of street cars did not have that effect 
upon horses, neither did the bicycle nor 
automobile. Today there are more horses 
in this country than 
there were ten 
years ago, and prices are considerably 
higher. 
The one thing that the farm 
tractor 
will 
do 
is 
to 
supply 
the 
need 
of 
power 
on 
the 
farms 
which 
horses 
can 
not 
give. 
Take away the farm tractors which are 
in use today and Several hundred thous- 
and horses would be required to rcpiice 
them, or if horses could not be had the 
lands would have to go unplowed and 
untilled. The number of tractors now in 
use will be multiplied many times within 
the next ten years, but there will be as 
many horses in this country then as 
there are today, and prices will be even 
higher than now. 


Farm tractors are becoming a neces- 
sity, just as electric street cars have be- 
come—the same as telephones have sup- 
planted the telegraph in a way and 
have taken the place of messenger boys 
and quick delivery of mail. 
No one will 
agr«e that there are not more miles of 
telegraph wire in use today than ten 
years ago, nor can it be said that there 
are fewer messenger boys, yet the telo- 
plione is in almost every business house 
and in many households, doing work for 
which there was little demand a few 
years ago. 


The farm tractors will simply fit into 
tlie gieater needs of the country and will 
do the heavier 
chores and drudgery 
which horses are little lit for. They will 
not replace the horses, but will simply 
p.gfist them and make life easier for 
them. 
They will also enable farmers to 
bleed better horses because their mothers 
will l)c kept for that purpose instead of 
bponding lialf or more of their time iu 
doing heavy work. 
J^et us not dream j 
loo long upon the practicability of the 
horseless farm. It is a long way off, as 
yet.

of especial interest? 
Rich men are no 
novelty in Indiana; people are accus- 
tomed to them and because they differ in 
no striking rpspect from men of more 
moderate means, they are objects of no 
uimsual concern. 


It has been the happy fortune of In- 
diana's cities that its millionaire's have 
rarely been spectacular. 
They have us- 
ually lived simply and modestly; tliey 
have not "splurged;" they have made 
little difference in their manner of life 
from that of fairly well to do neighbors. 
They have not set the extravagiint pace 
that in some communities elsewhere has 


been followed by foolish imitators to 
their undoing. 


Indiana is in fact rather proud of its 
rich men because they are so solid and 
substantial q, part 
of the commimity. 
They have for the moslf part accumu- 
lated their Avealth 
within 
the state 
through honest and legitimate enterprise 
and industry and have promoted 
the 
general prosperity. 
It is a prosperity 
in which all citizens share, or may share, 
and those who make the largest gains 
meet with congratulation rather than 
envy. 
A list of Indiana's big income 
taxpayers would bring no high price at 
a local sale.

Bluffton, Ind., Dec. 17.—A brood sow 
belonging to Jesse Decker, tenant on 
the Rufus Redding farm in Rockcreek 
township, has established a record I'ui* 
fasting.

Again: If two women were to re- 
place two men in every grocer's, poul- 
terer's, fishmonger's, cheesmonger's and 
greengrocer's in every English town there 
would be something like 874,000 new re- 
cruits. with iiundreds of thousands more 
to follow when the suburbs of London 
and the country villages were added. 


Jn such cases,

mothers and sisters of these soldiers 
should 
automatically 
step into their 
working shoes and so keep the weekly 
wage in the family. 
Their need be no 
hitch, no fuss. 


We can all boycott shops where em- 
ployers 
deliberately

The parks are full of potential 
fighters, I find splendid candidates among

men still serving in shops, taking order« 
for plums or measuring of ribbon, who 
might—and must—shoulder a gun. We 
are in for an inexorable war and it is a 
long, long way to victory. 


I walk into a general store and without' 
difficulty obtain the manager's permis- 
sion to endeavor to recruit amongst his 
eligible assistants. 
1 sit down beside 
the coimter just as a customer would, 
and state the subject gravely, for it is 
a matter of life and death. 
And, after 
a pause for reflection, I usually secuK 
the recruit's written undertaking to en- 
list. 
It is splendid to see how few fail 
of the test when they realise the'need. 
But—(the only olTicially recognized lady 
recruiter's voice sank to a whisper).

RIVERS ABOUT TO 
LEAP OVER BANKS 


Little Damage as Yet, But 
Situaron is Becoming 
Threatening. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 17.—Heavy rains last 
night and today succeeded the sleet and 
snow which fell yesterday 
throughout 
this section of the Ohio valley with the 
reeult that almost every small stream 
within a radiui of fifty miles from here 
is a t flood tide. 


Reports from central Kentucky like- 
wise indicate that the rain has been very 
heavy and that streams are in danger 
of breaking out of their banks if the 
rains continue. 
As yet there has been 
little InconTenlenoe here, railway, trac- 
tion and street car companies reporting 
that thus far ttieir lines are in norma? 
condition. Wire communication likewise 
hae been little affected as yet. 


The rains, however, give little promise 
01 ceasing within the next twelve hourii. 
The rainfall here in the last twenty-four 
hours was 1.90, 2.08 a t Maysville and 2 
at Falmouth, Ky. At the latter point 
the Licking river stood at 26 feet, flood 
«tage, a t 9 ». m., and was rising rapidly. 


THIRTY-FOOT RISE.

Indianapolis, Dec. 17.—The state m- 
dustrial board has completed the Novem- 
ber report. 
The most interesting fea- 
ture of the operation of the workmen's 
compensation 
law is the promptness 
with which all cases of accidental in- 
juries fwd accidental deaths are adjust- 
ed, with little or no trouble, with no ex- 
pense and with general satisfaction to 
both employer and employe. 
The ex- 
penses for attorney's 
fees and court 
cos^s, which formed an interesting item 
before the passing of the workmen's 
compensation law by the 1016 legisla- 
ture, have been entir^y eliminated by 
both «ides. 
The law is itself clear on 
all points and the three members who 
cciistitute the board are practical men 
who apply- a whole lot of plain common 
sense to the business in hand. 'The jus- 
tice of conclusions is attested by 
the 
very small number of objections. 


Under the heading of "Compensation," 
in the report to November 30, there are 
shown 43 agreements approved during 
September, 300 approved in October and 
5(10 approved in November. 
This shows 
90{) agreements apprj)ve<l in the 
thr.ee 
month« since the law became effective. 
The amount paid to injured employe* 
for the same period has been $19,575.71, 
in average of $1,647.08. each week, 


Of the agreements appraved, there 
were 26 per cent, allowed $15.60 a week, 
10 per cent.. $0.SO a week; 10 per cent,, 
a weeic and 4 per c«nt., $13.20 a 
week.

this should not drive 
into a policy' 
that makes slow administration a neces- 
sity. 


"The confruiion in administrative ac- 
tion in Alaska is well known. 
I have 
tried to give it cairrency that it might 
liasten the establishment of some meth- 
od of co-ordinated control of Alaskan 
affairs, primarily in the hands of a resi- 
dent commission but always in touch 
v/ith and responsrv« to the wish of con- 
gress and the president through one of 
the departments. 
That land has a mys- 
terious charm, a pull which affects all 
who see it and those, too, who know only 
indirectly of its largeness, its grandeur,

Anatolia, Granary of Sul- 


tan's Empire, Yields 


Handsomely. 


Constantinople, Nov. 10.—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press) —The crops 
in Anatolia have been successfully har- 
vested, notwithstanding the shortage of 
farm help. The yield is reported a good 
average crop everywhere. 
Anatolia is 
the granary of Turkey, and the report 
that its harvest is mider cover assures 
the capital 
its food 
for the wintex 
months. The chief difficulties in the pro- 
visioning of the city are connected with 
transportation. 
The Anatolian Railway 
company had been compelled even before 
the war, to reduce its service somewhat, 
and military demands have still further 
reduced the available freight capacity. 


The city prefecture has, Iiowevor, suc- 
ceeded in reaching an agreement with the 
war dpartment by which regular grain 
shipments from Anatolia will be made. 
It is also hoped to seciue some foreign 
giain in the near future, and there are 
no fears that a suflScient supply of graii. 
will not be available for the capital. 


A more serious question has been that 
of securing enough petroleimi. 
Electric 
lighting was introduced in Constantin- 
ople only two years ago, and very few 


houses have it. Vast quantities of petrol- 
eum are used- 
In normal times Russia, 
Rumania and America were Oie main 
sources of supply. Today the only source 
available is the Rumanian "Steaua Ro- 
Uiana," and supplies from this company 
have recently been most irregular and 
small. 
The Black Sea between the Ru- 
manian and Turkish coasts is sharply 
watched by Russian 
torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, and only small quantities of 
oil have come through in lighters. Th«» 
needs of the army have also compelled 
the expropriation of most of the oil that 
had been stored up, and Rumania has 
now prohibited the export of oil. 


Rich deposits of coal will make it pos- 
sible to overcome the shortage in this 
fuel. With the assistance of German -en- 
gineers, new mines have been recently 
opened up, and the coal secured it de- 
clared to be but little inferior to Cardiff 
coal. 


Sugar, colTee, tea and other articles 
have risen considerably in price, but it 
is asRi'rted that there is no chance of 
a real want of anything in Constantin- 
ople.

Secretary Lanw Would Pro- 
• vide for Close of War 
in Europe. 


Washington, D. C,, Dec. 17.—Legisla- 
tion to protect the industrial and com- 
mercial maYkets of the United States 
from a "destructive type of struggle and 
unfair competition," at the close of thi) 
European war, is recommended to con- 
gress by Secxetary Redfleld, in his an- 
nual report. Every stratagem of indus- 
trial war, he says, will bo used by pow- 
erful foreign agencies against American 
industries which 
may 
menace large 
markets heretofore controlled abroad. 


To prevent "unfair competition," the 
secretary suggested that the machinery 
of the departments of justice and trca«- 
ury be used and that'congross supple- 
ment existing laws to give the federal 
government adequate means to protect 
.American markets. 


"In my judgment," said the secretary, 
"the matter is one which may be more 
wisely treated as an attempted wrong 
to be forbidden than as an economic mat- 
ter which needs to be restrained. I should 
prefer, therefore, to deal with it by a 
method other than tariffs, classing it as 
an offense similar to the imfair domes- 
tic competition we now forbid. It seems 
possible that by using the existing ma- 
chinery of the treasury department and 
department of justice we may restrain 
i this foreign 'unfair competition' on both 
sides of the sea. 


"I recommend, 
therefore, that such 
legislation be enacted as will give to the 
I foreign . representatives of the above- 
¡ named departments such added powers 
. and increased personnel as they may 
! need for this purpose, and that it b(< 
enacted if possible that merchandise sold 
ir 'unfair competition' or xmder circum- 
stances which tend to create a monopoly 
: in behalf of the foreign producer in 
American markets shall be forfaited. 


"I also recommend that 
legislation 
supplemental to the Clayton Anti-trust 
act be enacted Avhich shall make it un 
lawful to sell or purchase articles of for- 
eign origin or manufacture 
where 
the 
prices paid are materially below the cur- 
rent rates for such articles in the coun- 
try of production or from which ship- 
ment is made, in case such prices sub- 
stantially lessen competition on 
the 
part of the American producers or tend 
to create a monopoly in American mar- 
kets in favor of the foreign producer, 
and that it be made unlawful for any 
person to buy, sell, or contract for the 
sale of articles of foreign origin, or to 
fix a price for same or to make a rebate 
upon such price, conditioned upon tl.e 
purchaser thereof not using or dealing 
iji wares produced or sold by the com- I 
pctitors of the manufacturer or sellpr. 
where the effect is to substantially lessen 
competition in the production 
in thr- 
United States of such articles, or tenda 
to create a monopoly in the sale of such 
articles in American markets in favor of 
a foreign producer. 
^ 


'• 'Unfair competition' is forbidden by 
law in domestic trade, and the federal 
trade commission exists to determine 
the facts and take steps to abate the 
evil wherever found. The door, hoAvever, 
ia.still open to 'unfair competition' from 
abroad which may seriously affect Amer- 
ican industries for the worse. It is not 
normal competition of which I speak, 
but abnormal. 
Tt is n destructive typ- I 
of the' industrial struggle, intended to 
put out of being the forr*;» opposed to it 
that the victor may exploit the field 
at will. The methods used arc not those 
of legitimate commerce, but those of 
commercial offense. 
They aim not at 
development, but at conquest.

Detroit Man Sums Up Op- 
position in Very Em- 
phatic Fashion. 


Detroit, Dec. 17—Reports from Wasli- 
iligton, D. C.. indirate that the admin- 
ifctratinn is taking a second thouglit on 
the proposed tax on automobiles 
and 
gaeolino; and that this particular rev- 
enue measure may be abandoned. 
The 
proposition met with immediate and im- 
mistakahlc* opposition and the capital has 
been -deluged Avith protests 
from 
tha 
fclks ' back home." 


Harry M. Jcwett, president of a big 
local motor car company, recently sum- 
med ti|) the situation effectively in a 
newspaper intervie-w. 
IVtr. .Tewett saiJ: 


"Th.e American public will not stand 
ior any such unfairness as the proposed 
taxes on automobiles ami gasoline. 
Tho 
Bdminjstration "will see tliat the peoplo 


will rise up against this imposition, in 
no immistakable way. 


"As long as they tliouglit down there 
that they were going t^) muke Z»Iichigan 
pa}' the taxes, tlie oth»'r fellows laugiied 
up' their sleeves. 
TJiey did?rt care how 
much Michigan objected so long as they 
got away with it. 
But their proposition 
is not confined to Michigan, ft will roach 
to ever}'' nook and corner of the land, 
jnst as the automobile reaches, and con- 
gressmen 
from otlier state« will hear 
from their people fast enough as soon as 
the people realize what this means. 


"This proposed tax has been talked 
over in the automobile industry for some 
time, as we knew that it was coming. 
Naturally, the automobile men look upon 
it as a diirect slap at the industry it.solf. 
But they w^-re figuring down in Wash- 
ington, that Michigan, with 85 per cent, 
of the automobile ])roduction, would be 
the state that would have to foot the 
bills and that it was merely a case of 
soaking Michigan. 


"TTiey didn't stop to think that in ev- 
ery corner of the United States people 
are using and making money out of au- 
tomobiles.

LESSON FOR DECEMBER 19 


FALL AND CAPTIVITY OF I8RAEU 


liESSON TBXT-ir Kings 17:7, 14, U 
(«3). 


GOLDEN TEXT-He that setter being 
reproved liardeneth his. neck shall sud- 
denly be destroyed.—Prov. 29:1., 


In the 8W6ep of our six years' cycle 
of study we prefer to consider this les« 
son first and use the Christmas story 
(Luke 2:1-20) to illustrate the love of 
God which Israel, (the last ten tribes), 
so basely outraged ere it passed into 
oblivion. 


I. The Stiff-Neeked People, vv. 6-13. 


The fact (v. 6) of Israel's captivity 
has always appealed tp the interest 
and the imaginations of men. 
The 
cause of the captivity was threefold 
(1) They "had sinned" (v. 7). 
It 
was not a single offense but a course 
of action which was performed (a) 
openly, "walked" (v. 8). For 215 years 
following Solomon's reign they had 
been openly idolatrous and trespassed 
upon God's grace, (b) "Secretly" (v. 
9), Hosea's reign was the same as 
that of his 18 predecessors. 
Doubt- 
less he was a good diplomat and poll« 
tician, though his vacillation between 
Egypt and Assyria brought ruin, but 
in God's sight the secret acts and 
practices of the people were open 
and known (Ps. 139:1-12; Heb. 5:13). 
Many today do in secret things "that 
were (are) not right." A clearer line 
of demarcation between the church 
and the world is sadly needed, 
(2) 
They were consecrated to evil (w. 
10, 11). 
To cover our sins is not to 
prosper (Prov. 28:13), but if we con- 
fess our sins God's Son will cover 
them by the forgiveness of his atone- 
ment (P3. 32:1-5: I John 1:9). Israel 
cared not. however, for his forgive- 
ness, despite the fact it was he that 
"brought them up out of the land ot 
Egypt." 
It is passing strange that 
Israel should so fully violate the ex- 
press commands of God (Lev. 26:1; 
Deut. 26:21; Ex. 20:3-5, etc.). 
Some 
claim they did not possess the law, 
it being of a later date, a self-evident 
ly foolish proposition, but even so, 
how can men of our time violate so 
many of the plain precepts of the 
word of God? Does this prove that 
the Bible does not exist? 
The an- 
swer to this query is a sufQcient an- 
swer to the destructive critics. Israel 
"sets up idolfl" (v. 10) and "burnt 
sacrifice" (see Deut. 12:31) which 
things they did "to provoke the Lord 
to anger." (3) They abandoned them- 
selves to evil. As though to remove 
all possibility of reformation they not 
alone "served idols" (v. 12) but "they 
sold themselves to do that which wat 
evil" (V. 17). 


II. The Sovereign God, vv. 
14-ia 
God's character and will had been 
fully set before the nation (Ex. 20: 
3-6). Repeated warnings (v. 13) had 
been given by faithful prophets, also 
repeated 
forgivings, yet Israel 
is 
(1) willful, they "would not hear" (v. 
14), but deliberately followed in their 
fathers' footsteps. (2) Proud qnd vain 
(vv. 14, 15) and (3) utterly abandoned 
(V. 17), and hence must receive the 
Judgment of God's righteous anger 
(see Ex. 20), or else God is not right- 
eous. 
He repeatedly sought to turn 
them aside, but they slew his faithful j 
prophets (Matt. 21:33-39). 
God is 1 
calling in mercy with long suffering 
in this present evil age; unbelief Ih 
•God and his word is still prevalent; 
skepticism and loose morals every- 
where abound, and shall God go on 
and call forever? (Prov. 29:1; I Pet. 
3:9-10). 


III. The Savior of Men, Luke 2:1-20. 


God's love for Israel was manifest 
(made plain) through his loving acta 
and the mesQages of warning pro- 
claimed by his prophets. But we have 
a more marvelous revelation of his 
love in the person of his Son whose 
birthday we are about to observe. 
Samaria lost its "crown of pride," but 
we may receive a crown of righteous* 
nesB as the "sons of Ciod" (John 1: 
12; n Tim. 4:8), but not so unless 
we obey (John 14:23) his word. 


Let us therefore take up the an- 
gelic praise (1) "Glory to God in the 
highest;" highest heavens, highest de- 
gree and quality of praise of him who 
is Infinitely wise and' Invin: . 


(2) "On earth peace" with Ctod, 
with man, in the individual heart and 
among the nations. 


Peace of conscience because of sina 
forgiven, in fact, all blessings, hap- 
piness and prosperity because of peace 
due to victory over sin which is the 
destroyer of peace. 


(3) "Good will toward men," those 
with whom God is well pleased, and 
God has good will only toward all 
men. 


He loved sinful Israel and he loves 
us so that he "gave his only begotten 
Son that whosoever believeth need 
not perish but have everlasting life." 
Even as the shepherds "found" the 
Savior (V. 16) so may all icen who 
truly seek him (Heb, 11:6; 
19: 


10). 


What better can we do, on Cbrli^ 
mas Sunday than openly to give Goi^ 
our best gift, our hearts' supreme 
love and devotion in return for hie 
greatest gift to men?

15.—Seventy assist- 
ant .Santa (jlauscs who only a short time 
ago were aged down-and-outcrs, strag- 
gling homsiess along the waterfront of 
New York, have just about completed a 
tremendous output of Christfias 
toys 
ir. the strangest and most picturesque 
toy shop in the world. 


And one brave little 
woman, Miss 
Christine S. Foster, is responsible all 
by herself for the suecess of the work- 
shop in which these toys have been 
made. 
Almost imaidcd she lias carried 
through to the state of accomjtlished fact 
the world's first comprehensjvo attempt 
to deal with an ancient and bitter trag- 
edy—tliat of the men Avho are "too old 
to work." 


Miss Foster has proved that no man 
1.S too old to work, and to earn his living 
as well, if only he can sit at a bench and 
hold a brush or a bit of sandpaper. 


She has also filled the 
department 


stores of a dozen big American cities 
with some of tire 
quaintest, funniest 
wooden animals and most amusing jig- 
saw toys that aro for sale amywhere this 
Christmas season. 


Hundreds of unemployed men wore put 
to work by the mayor of New York, last 
winter, in municipal workshops. 
With 
spring his shops were closed. 
But Miss 
Foster, who with other society women 
had served luncheon to the men in the 
sl;o])s, realized that the white-bearded 
grandfathers among them would stand 
no chance at'all of getting new employ- 
ment. 


So wliin the rest of the society women 
packed up and sailed off fb Newport or 
Bar Harbor.

In any case it is a drive at the 
middle class man, andit is from the 
middle class that the politicians recruit 
the votes which make up that tremend- 
ous thing—the balance of power. 
The 
fortunes of an administration might eas- 
ily depend on a little thing like a tax on 
gasoline.

The boom in skating this year arouses 
interest in the origin of the sport and the 
changes it hap undergone in costumes 
and implements. 


Back in 1865 star skaters appeared in 
fur trimmed 
suits with short 
trousers 
and fur topped boots. 
The style of cos- 
tume is illustrated by a picture of Jack- 
son Haines, champion, I na book in Spal- 
ding's library. 


In 1871 Capt. John Miner, of Detroit, 
Mich., appeared with stilt skates, the first 
of the kind in America. 
With these odd 
implements" hp- won 
speed 
and 
figure 
skating contestE. 


Today the star skater appears in close 


fitting suits of wool that permit of great 
freedom of motion. 


The first skate ever used, as far as can 
be learned, was made of bone and was 
almost entirely flat on the bottom. The 
first blade sicates were made of Iron fast- 
ened to flat pieces of wood on which the 
foot rested. 


Then came 
the all-steel skates 
and 
later the tubular skates made partly of 
steel and partly of aluminum ana 'used 
extensively today. 


The origin of skating is a mystery, ac- 
cording to experts. 
Some are inclined 
to think skating was one of the earliest 
forms of comfhunication among peoples 
of the cold north: that It served th® enda 
of commerce, which is the foundation of 
civilization, and 
deserves an 
honorable 


place in the annals of the world's prog- 
ress. 


Some are inclined to believe the skating 
began in a fondness for moving about, an 
instinct 
inherent in the 
strong, virile 
races of the north or that it was a lazy 
man's contribution to easy motion with 
the least possible exertion. 


Bone relics found in England Indicate 
skates were used as early as 1100, accord- 
ing to Irving Brokaw, author of a book 
on skating. 
In the 
famous 
diary 
of 
Evelyn, wrltter in 1662, mention is made 
of skating while Pepys, in the same year, 
O.escribes 
the 
fantastic 
costumes 
of 
Ekaters and "the very short petticoats 
of the princess of Orange" as she "did 
slide upon her scates, first on on© foot, 
then on the other."

The retirement of Judge WalterOkIs, of Fort Wayne, from the 


race for the republican nomination for United States senator from In- 
diana will be sincerely regretted by many warm political and persona] 
friends of the well-known lawyer throughout the northern section of 
the state. They had been assiduously and earnestly at work perfect- 
ing an organization in support of the Fort Wayne man, and it is 
certain his .candidacy would have cut no inconsiderable figure in a 
race that promises to have a good deal of the spectacular in it.

other ambitious republicans who arc seeking the Indiana senatorial 
loga. There is every apparent indication that the Olds organization, 
bag and baggage, has moved over into the New camp, and the transfer 
was made so quickly and so quietly that it was all over before Watson 
adherents were aware of the momentous happening.

stands today Mr. New has the support of Twelfth district republicans 
safely tucked away and properly labelled against the time next 
March, when it will come in mighty handy.

The demand has been so great 
that for the first time since its organi- 
zation, the Indiana society for the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis has been swamp- 
ed for seals, that it couldn't lill. Al- 
ready nearly 6,000,000 seals have been 
distributed 
in Indiana to local anti- 


ttibcrctilosis societies, women's clubs, sor- 
orities, groups of C»mp -Fire girls, King's 
Daughters and others interested in the 
work. This is more than a million in 
excess of the number distributed in an 
entire campaign in any previous year. 


Many localities on December 10 re- 


ported a totn.1 s»le equal to or greater 
than the total sale in 1914. 
Business 


men are useing the seals in greater quan- 
tities this year and report* from school 
authorities indicate that th« number of 
children engaged in the campaign this 
yenr is greater by several 
thousands 


than ever before. 


Anti-tuberculosis worker* throughout 


th« state hare been greatly encouraged 
by the announcement that results very 
much worth while arc being obtained in 
Indiana as the. result of the intensive 
fipht that is being waged against the 
"white plague." It is shown that in 
1004, the total deaths from consumption 
in Indiana was 5,178, compared with 
•1,077 in 1014, despite an increw of ap- 
proximately a quarter of a million in 
population. 


With the unprecedented success of the 


Red Cross Seal campaign this year, it 
;« expected that still greater inroads will 
lie made on tuberculosis during the next 
few months. 


The policy of the organized anti-tu- 


berculosis movement in Indiana, is ''Pre- 
vention rather than cure."

Indianapolis, Dec. 17.—The state in- 


dustrial board has completed the Novem- 
)«r report. The most interesting fea- 
ture of the operation of the workmen's 
compensation 
law is the promptness 


with Which all cases of accidental in- 
iuries and accidental deaths are adjust- 
ed, with little or no trouble, with no ex- 
>«n«e and with general satisfaction to 
toth cmpltiyor and employe. The ex- 
penses for attorney's 
fees and court 


costs, which formed an interesting item 
before the passing of the workmen's 
compensation law by the 1015 legisla- 
ture, have been entirely eliminated by 
both sides. The law is" itself clear on 
all points and tho three members who 
constitute the board are practical men 
wlrb apply a whole lot of plain common 
si-Rse to the business in hand. The jus- 
tice of conclusions is attested by' the 
very small number of objections. 


Under the heading of "Compensation," 


in the report to November 30, there are 
shown 43 agreements approved during 
September, 300 approved in October and 
600 approved in November. This shown 
809 agreements approvea in the three 
months since the law became effective. 
_The amount paid to injured employe* 
'for.the same period has been $18,575.71, 
an average of $1,847.88 each week. 


Of the agreements approved, there 


were 20 per cent, allowed $5.50 a w«ek, 
10 per cent., $6.50 a week; 10'per cent., 
$8.25 a week and 4 per cent., $13.20 a 
week. 
In all 5<!fl 
cns^>s 
hav« been 


closed, 340 cases pending. 


Under the. compensation law no dis- 


ability is allowed for wises of less than 
fourteen days' 
duration. 
During

month of Ontobor. there w<>ro 1,853 acci- 
dents reported, and nf these 1,584 canned. 

Disability 
exceeded 14 days- in 14.4 per cent, of 


all reported. There were 007 cases not 
reported at the expiration of the month. 
Ten mccidcnts resulted in death. In tin 
November report of the 2,600 cases re- 
ported, there were l.<)9!) of less than 14 
days (lisaliility, 130 more than 14 days 
oncl 1,371 had not reported on the 30t.)i 
of November. The persons injured rang- 


ed from under 16 years of age to over 
70. There were 1,184 between 16 and SO 
years and five were over 70. Fourteen 
were under 16 years. Receiving

than $10 a week were 297, from, $10 to 
$20 were 1,002, over $20 w«re 280 and 
400 made no report on wages. The high- 
est wage to a man was $52 a week, the

SEEKS LEGISLATION 


TO PROTjCTMARKETS 


Secretary Lanw Would Pro- 


vide for Close of War 


in Europe. 


Wuhington, D. C., Dec. 17.—Legisla- 


tion to protect the industrial »nd com- 
mercial markets of the United States 
front a "destructive type of struggle and 
unfair competition," at the close of thn 
European war, is recommended to con- 
gross by Secretary Redfield, in his an- 
nual report. Every stratagem of indus- 
trial war, ^he says, will be used by pow- 
erful foreign agencies against American 
industries which 
may 
menace largo 


markets heretofore controlled abroad. 


To prevent "unfair competition," 
the 


secretary suggested that the machinery 
of the departments of justice and treas- 
ury bo used and thnt congress supple- 
ment existing laws to give the federal 
government adequate means to protect 
American markets. 


"In my judgment," said the secretary, 


"the matter is one which may be moro 
wisely -treated as an attempted wrong 
to bo forbidden than as an economic mat- 
ter which, needs to be restrained. I should 
prefer, therefore, to deal with it by :i 
method other than tariffs, classing it at 
an offense similar to the unfair domes- 
tic competition we now forbid. It seems 
possible that by using the existing ma- 
chinery of the treasury department and 
department of justice'wo may restrain 
this foreign 'unfair competition' on both 


i sides of the sea.

"I recommend, therefore, that such 


i legislation be enacted as will give to the 
I foreign 
representatives of the abov,-- 


' nsmed departments such added power? 
! r.nd increased personnel as they may 
j !wed for this purpose, and that it hi-

DRAWUIKIY FIRE 


Detroit Man Sums Up Op- 


position in Very Em- 


phatic Fashion. 


Detroit, Dec. 17.—Reports from Wash- 


ington. D. 0., indicate that the admin- 
istration is taking a second thought on 
the proposed tax on automobiles and 
gasoline; and that this particular rev- 
enue nieiisurc may be abandoned. The 
proposition met with immediate and un- 
mistakiuble opposition and the capital has 
been deJu^d with protests from the 
fcllu "bock homo." 


Harry M- Jcwett, pmnidcnt of a big 


local motor c»r company, recently sum- 
med up Ihe situation effectively in n. 
"newspaper interview. Mr. Jcwett. saij: 


"The Atnnrican public will not stand 


for any suteh unfairnes« as the proposed 
taxes on automobiles and gasoline. Tho 
administration will see, that the people 


will rise up agiiinst this iniponitiim, in 
no unmiHtnkuhlr way. 


"An long us they thought down there 


that they were going *<> iniikc Michigan 
pay the taxes, the other fellows laughed 
up their sleeves, limy didn't care how 
much Michigan objected so long as I hey 
got away with it. But their proposition 
is not confined to Michigan. It will reach 
to every nook and corner of the land, 
just as the automobile reaches, :uid eon- 
giessmon from other statwt will hear 
from their people fast enough as soon as 
the people realize what this means. 


"This proposed tax has been talked 


over in tho automobile industry for some 
time, as we knew that it, wajt romin;:. 
Naturally, the automobile men look upon 
it M a d'irect slap at the industry it-self. 
Hut. they wore figuring down in Wash- 
ington, that Michigan, with 85 per cent, 
of the automobile production, would bo. 
the state, that would have to foot, the 
bills and that it was merely a case of 
soaking -Michigan.

FALL AND CAPTIVITY OF ISRAEL. 


LESSON TEXT—II Kings 17:7, 14, It 


03). 


dOLDEN TEXT—He that after being 


reproved hnrdeneth hts neck shall sud- 
denly be destroyed.—Prov. 29:1. 


In the sweep of our six years' cycle 


of study we prefer to consider this les- 
son first «nd use the Christmas story 
(Lulce 2:1-20) to Illustrate the love ol 
God which Israel (the last ten tribes) 
so basely outraged ere It passed Into 
oblivion. 


I. The Stiff-Necked People, vv. 6-13. 


The fact (T. 6) of Israel's captivity 
has always appealed to the interest 
and the imaginations of men. Tbtt 
cause of the captivity was threefold 
(1) They "had sinned" (T. 7). 
It 


was not a single offense but a course 
of action which was performed (a) 
openly, "walked" (v. 8). For 215 years 
following Solomon's reign they had 
been openly idolatrous and trespassed 
upon God's grace, (b) "Secretly" (T. 
9), Hosea's reign was the same as 
that of his 18 predecessors. 
Doubt- 


less he was a good diplomat and poli- 
tician, though his Tacillatlon between 
Egypt and Assyria brought ruin, but 
in God's sight the secret acts and 
practices of the people were open 
and known (Ps. 139:1-12; Heb. 5:13). 
Many today do in secret things "that 
were (are) not right." A clearer line 
of demarcation between the church 
and the world is sadly needed, (2) 
They were consecrated to evil (w. 
10, 11). To cover our sins Is not to 
prosper (Prov. 28:13), but if we con- 
fess our sins God's Son will cover 
them by the forgiveness of his atone- 
ment (Ps. 32:1-5: I John 1:9). Israel 
cared not. however, for his forgive- 
ness, despite the fact it was he that j 
"brought them up out of the land of 
Egypt." 
It Is passing strange that 


Israel should so fully violate the ex- 
press command* of God (Lev. 26:1; 
Deut. 26:21: Ex. 20:3-6. etc.). Some 
claim they did not possess the law, 
it being of • later date, a self-evident- 
ly foolish proposition, but even so. 
how can men of our time violate to 
many of the plain precepts of the 
word of God? Does this prove that 


j the Bible does not exist? The an- 


swer to this query is a sufficient an- 
swer to the destrnctive critics. Israel 
"sets up Idols" (v. 10) and "burnt 
sacrifice" (see Deut. 12:31) which 
things they did "to provoke the Lord 
to anger." (3) They abandoned them- 
selves to evil. As though to remove 
•11 possibility of reformation they not 
»lone "served idols" (v. 12) but "they 
sold themgelyet to do that which wat 
evll"'~(Tr 17). 


II. The Sovereign God, w. 14-18, 


God's character and will had been 
fully set before the nation (Ex. 20: 
3-6). Repeated warnings (v. 18) had 
been given by faithful prophets, also 
repeated forgivings, yet Israel ii 
(1) willful, they "would not hear" (v. 
14), but deliberately followed In their 
fathers' footsteps. (2) Proud and rain 
(vv. 14, 15) and (3) utterly abandoned 
(r. 17), and hence must receive the | 
judgment of God's righteous anger 
(see Ex. 20), or else God is not right- 
eous. 
He repeatedly sought to turn 


them aside, but they slew his faithful 
prophets (Matt. 21:33-39). 
God is j 


calling in mercy with long suffering 
in this present evil age; unbelief lu 
God and his word is still prevalent: 
skepticism and loose morals every- 
where abound, and shall God gu on 
and call forever? (Prov. 29:1; I Pet. 
3:9-10). 


III. The Savior ef Man, Luke 2:1-20. 


God's love for Israel wag manifest 
(made plain), through his loving act* 
and the messages of warning pro- 
claimed by his prophets. But we have 
* more marvelous revelation of his 
love in the person of his Son whose 
birthday we are about to observe. 
Samaria lost its "crown of pride," but 
we may receive a crown of righteous- 
ness as the "sons of God" (John 1: 
12; II Tim. 4:8). but not so unless 
we obey (John 14:23) his word. 


Let us therefore take up the an- 


gelic praise (1) "Glory to God in the 
highest;." highest heavens, highest de- 
gree and quality of praise of him who 
is infinitely wise and Invin;. 


(2) "On earth peace" with God, 


with man, in the individual heart and 
among the nations. 


Peace of conscience because of sins 


forgiven, in fact, all blessings, hap- 
piness and prosperity because ol' peace 
due to victory over sin which is tha 
destroyer of peace. 


(3) "Good will toward men," those 


with whom God is well pleased, and 
God has good will only toward all 
men. 


He loved sinful Israel and he loves 


ua so that he "gave his only begotten 
Son that whosoever belioveth need 
not perish but have everlasting life." 
Even as the shepherds "found" tha 
Savior (v. 1C) so may all Ken who 
truly seek him (Heb. 11:6; tulf«s 19: 
10). 


What better can we do on Chrlft> 


mas Sunday than op'enly to give Go i 
our best gift, our hearts' suprom' 
love and devotion in return for hit 
greatest gift to men? ,

New Year Reception is tc 


Be Abandoned Now for 


Third Time.
